Important 'Ruling Confers 


Board Powers in City 


Legislatures. 


Indianapolis. Ind., Oct. 7.— The su- 


preme court of Indiana today held that 
a city has power by ordinance to for- 
bid rear and side entrances to saloons 
and to forbid screens at the doors and 
windows when persons are drinking 
inside. 


An ordinance of the city of Delphi, 


which prohibited any entrance to a 
liquor saloon except by the front. door. 
and prescribed the Interior arrange- 
ment of the room, was sustained. 


Delphi is in Carroll county, which 


voted "wet" at a county option elec- 
tion. 


The city ordinance provided that 


any room where any spirituous, vin- 
ous, malt or other intoxicating .liquors 
are sold, bartered or given away for 
the purpose of gain by virtue of a li- 
cense issued 
under this ordinance, 


shall be one single room, without rear 
or side doors, Inside stairways .. lead- 
Ing to upper rooms or elevators of any 
kind or character.

Dudley Buck, Writer of Im- 


pressive Music, Dies at 


Ripe Age. 


West Orange, N. J.. Oct. ".—Dudley 


Buck, the organist and composer, died 
suddenly at the home of his son in 
this city yesterday. He had just re- 
turned after a two years' absence in 
Europe. 
V Mr. Buck was 70 years old, was 
born In Hartford, Conn., and was edu- 
cated at the Leipzig conservatory. His 
father was a shipping merchant anrl 
had planned a similar career for his 
son. 
One day the boy, Dudley, bor- 


rowed from one of his father's clerks 
a work on "thorough bass," and then 
soon after a youthful school fellow 
lent him a flute. In his first practice 
on the flute he went high up on the 
branch of a cherry tree, so his first 
false notes would not a,nnoy the fam- 
ily. 


Rapid Progress in Mu*ic. 


Evidently he progressed rapidly, for 


on his twelfth'birthday he got a flute 
of his own as a present. Later he got 
a, meiodeon upon .which he practiced. 
A piano came to him when he was 
16. About this time he entered Trln 
ity college, Hartford, and soon after- 
ward took up his duties as organist 
of St. John's Episcopal church, Hart- 
ford. 


He was taken out of Trinity In his 


junior year and sent to Leipsic con- 
servatory 'When 19 years old. Here he 
met as fellow students' Sir Arthur Sul- 
livan, Carl Rosa, John Francis Bar- 
nett, S. B. Mills, Madeline Schiller- 
after whom he named bis daughter— 
and others who later became famous. 


He returned to America in 1862'and 


after the death of his parents he went 
to Chicago as organist, composer 'and 
teacher. While in the middle west the 
great Chicago fire destroyed all Buck's 
effects, including the manuscripts of 
unfinished 
compositions. 
After the 


fire Buck went to Boston as organist 
of St. Paul's church there and later of 
Boston's music hall, the .highest honor 
a Boston musician at that time 'could 
attain. 


Theodore Thomas then was conduct- 


ing concerts at Central Park garden, 
New York. .Thomas in 1875 Invited 
Mr. Buck to become his assistant con- 
ductor. 


Fame Became International. 


Buck's fame became international 


when he was invited to compose a can- 
tata for the opening of the Centennial 
exposition. 
He took Sidney Lanier'^ 


poem, "The Centennial Meditation of 
Columbia," and set It to music. Pub- 
lic musicians and critics praised the 
cantata highly, and Buck's fame was 
established. 


In 1878 he decided to accept a call 


from Holy Trinity church, Brooklyn 
to become organist and musical direc- 
tor. 
He also was organist and di- 


rector of the Apollo club, In Brooklyn. 
He took charge of the music in Ply- 
mouth church, Brooklyn, in May, 1902 
after a service of twenty-two years at 
Holy Trinity. 


Mr. Buck's literary works .include 


"A Dictionary of Musical Terms" and 
"The Influence- of the Organ In His 
tory." Among his more famous church 
compositions, aro the cantatas, "The 
Coming of the King," "The Story of 
the Cross," "Christ the Victor," am' 
"The 
Triumph of David." 
The mos 


elaborate of his secular cantatas is 
"The Light of Asia," founded on the 
Arnold poem. 


He is survived by a widow, who was 


Miss Mary E. Van Wagner, and to 
whom he was married in 18G5. a 
Hartford: two sons. Dr. Edward T 
Buck, 
of Indianapolis, and 
Dudle: 


Buck. Jr.. who has a studio in New 
York, and one daughter, Mrs. Frances 
Tilossom, of Orange, N. J.

of allowing: either of these alternatives 
to occur, for no housekeeper likes the

luncheon as for dinner, and to rear- 
range it at the last moment necessi- 
tates considerable change and -peclal 
orders to the kitchen. All of which 
many housekeepers dislike, and there- 
fore do not feel obliged to invite callers 
at the last moment. 


If you are really wanted, you will be 


asked during the early part of your 
call, for the hostess' who wants you 
will Insist that you tako olt your hat 
and stay for a long visit. If she does 
not ask you !n this spontaneous way. 
do not embarrass her by remaining 


until the moment the meal ts an- 
nounced. 


Xo well mannered hostess allows her 


maid to announce a meal while a caller 
is present, and If the visitor Is thought- 
less the lunch or dinner is often de- 
layed until it is almost spoiled, for 
cooked foods should be eaten as soon 
as they are done. This waiting Is a 
trial to the housekeeper and a cause 
of irritation to her husband. If she has 
one, and the visitor responsible for 
such a state is never popular In that 
family. 


When you ask guests to a meal, if 


one of them is late, do not wait for 
more than ten minutes. At the expira- 
tion of that time the meal should ba 
served. This is only fair to your punc- 
tual guests, who deserve to 
have a 


good dinner, and not one that has bsen 
spoiled by standing. In order to get 
their guests together at just the right, 
time some hostesses resort to the sub-t 
terfuge of naming a dinner hour half| 
an hour earlier than they mean to have 
the meal served. 
This gets the tardy 


ones there on time, but is not quite fair MJ-. 
to the punctual ones, who are 
kept 


waiting. That old adage. "Punctuality 
is the courtesy of kings," should be ob- 
served by every one.

ANSWERS DIVORCE 


SUIT OF SPOUSE 


Declares She Did jSTot Give 


Poison to Stepdaughter 


at Hartford City. 


Hartford City. Ind.. Oct. 7.—One of 


the greatest sensations this city has 
ever received was sprung yesterday 
•when Attorney J. A. Hindman, on be- 
half of Mrs. Rae Anderraan Krauss 
now serving a life term in the wom- 
an's prison 
for 
murder, 
entered a 


cross-complaint 
to the divorce suit 


filed Saturlay afternoon by William 
R. Krauss, directly charging him with 
poisoning his own daughter, Crystal, 
on Aug. 2, 1904. 


Tho confession of guilt on which 


Mrs. Krausa was sentenced she now 
brands as falsa and declares it was 
written by her husband. 
She charges 


that ho not only poisoned his daugh- 
ter, but drew up the alleged confes- 
sion, which she signed, and that he 
agreed to get a pardon for her at the 
end of two years. 


The cross complaint states that in- 


stead o£ ceasing to live together after 
her arrest on Aug. 3. he lived with her 
even after her incarceration in Jail 
and until tho time she was taken to 
the woman's prison on Oct. 27, 1804. 


Says Confession Was Forced. 


The legal document continues that 


after William K. Krauss had murder- 
ed, his 
daughter 
by 
administering 


strychnine to her, 
through throats, 


persuasion and long importunity, false 
pretenses and false promises sho was 
coerced, cajoled and misled to make 
an alleged confession that she had 
committed the crime. 
This alleged 


confession was made upon his prom- 
ise and assurance that he had ar- 
ranged 
with 
the 
prosecutor. John 


Burns, and tho then judge of this 
circuit, E. C. Vaughn, 
that if she 


would make the confession and as- 
sume the responsibility, and avoid the 
necessity of a trial, at the end of two 
years she would 
be 
pardoned, am 


they would'go away together and live 
as husband and wife. 


Out of love for him she says she 


obeyed his command, request and im- 
portunities, and made the alleged con-

fession, which 
was 
dictated, com 


{ 
posed, revised and corrected by him 
and given to the public. 


Mrs. Krauss declares that her hus 


band has utterly failed to keep hi: 
promises to her and is now attempt 
ing to get rid of her. although she 1: 
suffering punishment for a crime oC' 
which she is not guilty and took the 
blame upon herself to save him. 


Krauss, in 
his 
complaint, alleges 


conviction of a felony for the murder 
oE his daughter. The complaint states 
that they were married June 5, 1904, 
'and separated Aug. 3, 1905, when Mrs. 
Krauss was arrested, and have not 
lived together since. It is set up that 
she, on Sept. 22, made a written con- 
fession of the crime of murder in the 
first degree, and on Oct 27 of the 
same year was sentenced for life to 
the woman's prison, where she is at 
the present time. 


Krauss has continued to make this 


city his home since the tragedy, but 
could not ba found last night. 


Attracted Wide Attention. 


The story, that' led -up to the crime 


attracted wide attention. Krauss was 
a druggist of this city and lived in a 
palatial home and was surrounded 
by every comfort that the heart could 
wish. His first wife died before his 
daughter Crystal finished her educa- 
tion, and she 
became 
her' father's

"Washington, Oct. 7.—United States 


Census Director E. Dana Durand hopes 
to save several hundred thousand dol- 
lars in taking the census of agriculture 
and also to increase the accuracy of 
the statistics. 


The director stated today that at the 


census o£ 1900 the agricultural data 
were handled by means of punched 
cards. For each farm a large number 
of cards had to be punched, as the 
number of facts recorded regarding a 
farm was far greater than the number 
of facts required regarding an indi- 
vidual in'the population census. 


Director Durand said the statistics 


of "population and of agriculture are 
collected by a different force from that 
employed in gathering the s'tatistics of 
manufactures. 
The population and 


agricultural; data.are secured by enu- 
merators of whom there will be about 
65,000 • at the present census, they in 
turn being. appointed by the super- 
visors, of- whom there are about 330. 
The difficulty of securing 
competent 


and faithful enumerators is very great. 
The length of service is very short, 15 


chanics. Not only, therefore, are most 
of those who seek to be enumerators 
men who are able to command only 
moderate pay in their occupations, hut 
many of them are men who can not 
command regular employment and who 
are looking for odd jobs. 


Consideration has been given by the 


census authorities from time to time 
to the plan pursued In Germany and 
some other 
European countries, by 


which the census Is taken chiefly or 
wholly by men serving without pay, 
who either volunteer their service from 
patriotic motives or who are required 
to act. He doubts whether conditions 
in this country are ripe for such a 
scheme.. At any rate, nothing of this 
sort can be done at the present census. 
It may, however, be hoped that to 
some slight extent, and possibly to a I 
considerable extent, men can be in- 
duced to accept the position of enu- 
merator from interest in 
the 
work 


rather than for the compensation in- 
volved. He hopes that a considerable 
number of the colleges and universities 
of the country may see fit to give leave 
of absence to their students for the 
short time required to do this work of 
enumeration". The college student is a 
very useful enumerator in some cases, 
but it is exceedingly desirable' that 
enumerators should actually live In the 
districts where they work, and there 
are multitudes of districts where no 
college students reside or where such

Fit to Sit in State's

Montgomery. Ala.. Oct. '.—Governor 


Comer in an interview late last night 
attacked the Integrity of Judge Thomas 
G. Jones, of the United States court 
for the middle and northern districts 
of Alabama, intimating that the judge 
had made up his mind to enjoin the 
state rale laws before he heard the 
testimony, and that 
the railroads, 


against which the law.s were directed, 
knew that he was going to do so. 


"1 have criticised Judge Jones." the 


governor said, "and have stated that 
on account of his environment he was 
not fitted to sit upon the rate cases in 
Alabama." 


The governor then goes on to recite 


Unit Judge Jones was an employe from 
youth of (lie Louisville and Nashville 
rontl, that many of his family lire em- 
ployed in the same way, that he.was a 
virtual protect-' "f Milton Smith, presi- 
dent of the road, that he continued in 
the employ of the mad until he went on 
UIP bench, and

Smith 


helped to put him on the bench, he had 
been informed. 


"With this environment and his dis- 


position it was Impossible for him to 
give the state .1 fair. Impartial trial," 
continues tho governor.

the trial of these cases."
